WASHINGTON, July 23.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Senator Wilson of Iowa sub- 
mitted to the Senate today the majority re- 
port of the Judiciary Committee on the 
Jackson (Miss.) election riots. It says: 

‘*There was a suppression of the votes of 
colored citizens at the recent municipal 
election of Jackson, Miss. ‘The suppres- 
sion was not partial but total. No colored 
citizen ‘voted at said election.” 

The report recites the story of suppres- 
sion of the colored vote and finds that the 
resolution of colored men to abstain from 
voting was due to terrorism inspired by the 
actions of the White League and of a com- 
mittee appointed by it. 

The testimony taken shows that Samuel 
Livingstone, Deputy United States Mar- 
shal, R. E. Wilson, Deputy Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, and two other persons en- 
gaged in the service of the United States, 
were active participants in the proceedings 
which led to the suppression of the votes. 

The committee further submits a resolu- 
tion for adoption condemning the conduct 
of the United States officers mentioned and 
expressing the opinion that they should be 
dismissed from the public service,

“The path of civil-service reform has not 
atailtimes been pleasant or easy. The 
scope and purpose of reform have been 
much misapprehended, and this has not 
only given rise to strong opposition, but 
has led to its invocation by its friends to 
compass objects actin the least related to 
it. Those who do not understand its mean- 
either mistrust it, or, when 

nted because in its. present stage it is 
se applied to every imaginary ill, 
charge those entrusted with its enforce- 
nam with faithiessness to civil-service re- 

rm 

“Its importance has frequently been over- 
estimated and the support of good men has 
thus been lost by their lack of interest in 
its success. Besides al! these difficulties 
those responsible for the administration of 
the Government in its executive branches 
have been and still are annoyed and irri- 
tated by the disloyalty to the service and 
the insolence of employés who remain in 
place as the beneficiaries and the relice and 
reminders of the vicious system of appoint- 
ment which civil-service reform was in- 
tended to displace, and yet these are but 
the incidents of an advance movement 
which is radical and far-reaching. The 
people are, notwithstanding, to be congrat- 
ulated upon the progress which has been 
made an a> the firm, practical and sen- 
sible foundation upon ‘which this reform 
now r sts. 

“With a continuation of the intelligent 
fidelity which has heretofore characterized 
the work of the commission and with a con- 
tinuation and increase of the favor and lib- 
erality which have lately been evinced by 
Congress in the proper equipment of the 
commission for its work; with a firm but 
conservative and reasonabie support of the

The Story That He Has Cancer of the 
Stomach Denied. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 22.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Dr. R. W. Martin, who has 
been in attendance upon ex-Speaker Ran- 
dall at Washington, and who visited him 
yesterday, denied this afternoon the state- 
ment published to the effect that Drs. Mal- 
lan and Lincoln have said that Randall is 
suffering with cancer of the stomach. 
“It is not true,” said Dr. Martin. “It is 


no more cancer of the stomach than it is 
eancer of the head. I heard last week that 
such a story was in circulation, but it 1s not 
true.

WASHINGTON NOTES. 


The Interstate Commission Scores 
the Standard ©il Company. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| ‘The Interstate Commerce 
Commission today decided in effect that the 
methods by which the Standard Oil Com- 
pany came to be such a gigantic monopoly 
must cease to be used. The decision isin 
the case of Scofield, Shurmeir & Teagle 
and others against the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern Railroad, covering oil 
rates from Cleveland to other cities. The 
commission decides that it isan unlawful 
preference when a railroad makes a rate in 
favor of oil shipments in tank-car lots, as 
against shipments in barrel. carload lots. 
The practice is ordered to be corrected, and 
the mode prescribed by which this must be 
done is by giving the same rates on each 
per pound. The decision is by Commis- 
sioner Bragg.

Our next will be the earth, 93,000,000, and 
then our moon, which affords us our light at 
night—a world, and barren, with no light 
but the reflection of the sun. Our next sta- 
tion will be 145,000,000 miles away at Mars; 
then we stop 250,000,009 miles away to the 
= which swing around in their orbit. 

ext we find Jupiter, 480,000,000 miles and 
1300 times as large as the earth. 

Eight hundred million miles away we find 
Saturn, with her eight brilliant moons; 
1,700,000,000 miles away we arrive at 
Uranus, and 2,800,000,000 miles away we 
find Neptune, and al! these worlds form one 
syste. How long would it take a 40-mile- 
an-hour express to travel these distances? 
ltis incalculable. 1f Adam and Eve had 
started on an express for their wedding 
tour where would they be today if they 
could have traveled without stop? They 
would be 3000 years of travel from our 
earth, and if they paid their fare at the 
rate of a centa mile it would have cost them 
$500,000,000. Lightning is too slow to meas- 
ure these distances, so we use light to meas- 
ure them.

finite capacity for progress and improve- 
ment.

Afternoon Session. 

At 2:50 p.m. the afternoon service was 
opened with singing and prayer, after 
which Hen. Will Cumback addressed the 
auflience upon the subject, “Christianity 
as a Civilizing Force.” The honorable 
gentleman said: 

“The most powerful factor in the civili- 
zation of the world and the elevation of the 
human race is the Christian religion. The 
pure morality of the teachings of Christ 
and the beauty reflected back in the ages 
for nearly 2000 years from his own life and 
conduct while among man has changed the 
whole nature and purposes of the human 
race. Ithas not only dispelled the dark 
cloud of ignorance and superstition that en- 
veloped the human family, butcthe human 
mind, stupefied with the gross sensuality of 
barbarism and besotted with the vices that 
seem inseparably connected with it, has 
been awakened toa better and fuller com- 
prehension of its powers and aroused and 
stirred to attain the bigher and nobler man- 
hood that the Christian religion reveals. As 
a result human life is longer and is every 
day happier. The cruel, savage nature has 
been softened and subdued and the deep 
and ugly lines of hate and revenge that 
marred and made hideous the human race 
has given place to the beautiful smiies of 
regard and love. 

“There is no culture that has touched man 
on every side, and bettered his condition, as 
Christian culture. A civilization without 
Christ in it is not worthy the name. What 
was the condition. of humanity before 
Christ came? lt was groping in darkness 
and doubt; its mighty men, statesmen and 
rulers were dupes in the hands of sooth- 
sayers. The great masses of men were 
pinched with hunger, were destroyed by 
the pestilence that walketh in darkness or 

rished on the battle-field to gratify the 
usts of others for power. ‘The condition of 
the heathen world today shows a like con- 
dition of things. The sceptic and learned 
scientists seek for other causes and theories, 
but they will not stand the test of investi- 
gation. The Anglo-Saxon is a race that has 
produced men of the stamp ofa Washing- 
ton or a Hampden, or a Lincoln or a Glad- 
stone, and isarace that can justly boast 
of paperd achievements ip science and art, 
and in letters, than any other. A race tri- 
umphant around the world; a race with an 
unequaled literature, that has furnished 
the world with the railroad, steamboat, 
telephone, telegraph, all kinds of labor- 
saving machines, bold and aggressive, pre- 
senting the highest and best type of man- 
hood. But looking back upon this race be- 
torce Christ’s time what do we find? We 
find barbarians living in hovels, the victims 
of vices and ignorant. 

“It seems incredible that such afnoble peo- 
ple should once have been so low in the scale 
of being. From whata pithas the Ancglo- 
Saxon been lifted! Yet the sceptic flip- 
pantly ascribes it all to man’s innate no- 
bility. Why was it dormant so long? IHis- 
tory shows us that before the race accepted 
Christianity the influences outside of 
Christianity, that the infidel claims are so 
potent, had no effect upon them. They 
made no progress. It was not their noble 
blood that elevated them. It was the in- 
spiration of the great truths of man’s im- 


| mortality that has wrought this revolution. | 


‘Throughout the world, wherever man has 
accepted Christ, and made His life and 
teachings his guide, is found this. nobier 
manhood and purer civilization. 

‘The seeptic, Leckey, says if we were io 
judge the present position of Christianity 

y the tenets of ecciesiastical histery; if we 
were to measure it by the orthodox zeai of 
the great doctors of the past we (sceptics) 
might well !ook upon its prospects with the 
deepest despondenry and alarm. ; 

“The assauits that have been made on 
Christianity by the B sceptical his- 
torians, whe claim to have solved the 
mysterious problem of human progress, 
have not becn aimed at its code of morals, 
but rather at the church as an organization. 

“The church claiming .civil authority or 
allied with and being the main supporter of 
despotism is not the church of Christ. A 
churea claiming the right to compel man- 
kind to accept her dogmas; a church know- 
ing no toleration and whose hands are red 
with the biood of persecution is no more 
the representative of Christianity than the 
Car of Juggernaut or the guillotine ef the 
French revolution. Christianity is one 
thing and religion is another. Guizot says 
of the union of church and state: 

** *N otwithstanding all the evil, all the 
abuses which may have crept into the 
church; netwithstanding all the acts of 
tyranny of which she has been guilty, we 
must still acknowledge her influence on the 
progress and culture of the human intellect 
to have been beneficial; that she has as- 
sisted in its development rather than its 
compression in its extension, rather than 
its confinement.’ 

“While Thomas Buckle attempted to count 
out Christianity as one of the important 
factors in the progress of the race, yet he 
pays a compliment to religion. Science is 
the child of Christianity and not the par- 
ent, and knowledge is not the forerunner 
butthe follower. 

‘To comprehend and understand the laws 
that God has made governing mind and 
matter is the highest aim of science. 

‘To accomplish this the scientist with his 
telescope discloses the mysteries of the 
heavens. The invades the 
human mind and obtains evidences that 
the Makerof all had not only infinite in- 
telligence, but boundless love. A Chris- 
tian mother’s love, if the truth were known, 
be the secret of these 
great men’s first knowledge of the exist- 
ence of the All Father. This was the great 
incentive that put the youthful student at 
his life’s work. If the motber had been a 
disciple of Confucius, or an evolutionist, 
the learned scientist would never have pen- 
etrated the arcanum of Nature. Some of 
these scientists attempt to reason God ont 
of his own universe, and well did the sweet 


singer of Israel sayz ‘The fool hath said in 
his heart ther no God.’ But all the 
folly doesnot stop the onward march of

President Washington, he said, in his fare- 

well address, said: “Of all the disposi- 

tions and habits that lead to political pros- 

rity, religion and morality are indescriba- 

le supports.”” In addition to the higher 

conception of justice and right, this power 
infuses a kindlier and more unselfish and 
self-sacrificing spirit among men. In 
ancient times in cases of local or national 
calamity, the anger of the gods was 
attempted to be placated, but in any 
Christian land it is, in similar cases, made 
the business of the whole people at once to 
extend the hand of help and sympathy. 
‘These grand demonstrations of benevolence 
are illustrative of this power. This power 
is reaching out to the settlement of differ- 
ences among Christian nations. The time is 
not far distant when in cases of national diffi- 
culties the sword will not be the arbiter, 
but peace will reign and men will learn 
war no more. 

The signs of the times indicate a ful- 
filment of the announcement made at 
His birth by the heavenly host: “Glory 
to God in the highest, and on earth 
peace, and, good will to men.” The 
chains of errors and superstitions that 
bound the human mind have been removed 
by the enlightening and liberating force ot 
Christianity, and no mind is so free as the 
one thoroughly imbued with the spirit of 
Christ. In concluding, the honorable gen- 
tleman said that, with the overwhelming 
andconclusive evidence that the motive 
power of all human advancement is in what 
Christ said and did while in the world, and 
the man who would rob the world of that 
light is the enemy of his own soul, and the 
open foe to the best interests of his fellow- 
men.

THE FIRE ALARM.

The System Completely Remodeled— 
To Be Tested Today. 
Ever since the liichmond fire-alarm sys- 
there has been 
more or less complaint about it, a large 
share of which has been justified. The sys- 
tem was, in one sense, an experiment, and 
when the question first came-before the 
Council there was much opposition to it by 
the advecates of the Gamewell system, 
which is a good and reliable fire alarm, but 
very expensive, and it was also charged at 
the time that there was some jobbery about 
it. Be that asit may, the Richmond sys- 
tem was finally adopted, and the work of put- 
ting up the necessary wires and ap tus 
commenced. When completed, a portion of 
the money was paid over, and the work 
artially accepted 7 e city. 
he system, hewever, did not come 
up to expectation, and almost from the first 
complaints began to come in, It was 
claimed by the managers of the Richmund 
rcoame ge that a great deal of the fault was 
caused by the malicious interference of 
parties in the interest of the rival company, 
and that the wires of the fire alarm were 
not protected as they should be. Matters 
finally reached a crisis, when Mr. Griggs, 
who represents the Richmond Company, 
made a proposition te make some gurther 
improvements, and put the system in good 
werking order. There wasa strong effort 
made to have the system throwa out, but 
the Council were not dispesed todo the 
company any injustice, and ted them 
six months further time, which was ac- 
cepted by the Richmend people, and the 
work of reconstruction was taken up under 
the personal supervison of illiam 
F. Griggs of is city, assisted b 
the electro-mechanical engineer, J. J. Rud- 
dick of Richmond, Ind. Several new in- 
struments had to be made especially for the 
system, which threw matters behind to 
some extent, but everything is now com- 
leted, and the company is ready to turn 

e system over to the city, confident that it 
will give satisfaction. The final test will 
be made this afternoon, when the members 
of the Ceuncil will be present to see that 
everything isin good working order, and 
that what has been promised will be per- 
formed. 

‘The city has six months further in which 
~ _ the system before finally accept- 
D q 

n making the present change in the fire- 
alarm service the lines throughout the city 
have been entirely reconstructed, about 15 
miles of wire being added to the system 
and the old wire removed. Under the 
present system the city is divided into three 
divisions, each division having its own in- 


‘dependent circuit of gongs, signal stations, 


batteries, recorders and other instruments. 

The signal stations have been thoroughly 
overhauled and new circuit-breaking in- 
struments substituted for the old ones, and 
several new and valuable improvements 


ded. 

The machinery of the‘engine-house gengs 
has been replaced by new spring move- 
ments. The fecorders have also received 
necessary attention, and have been placed 
in glass cases, with lock and key, to insure 
protection. 

The central station, from which radiate 
the various circuits, has been entirely 
changed, the machinery being all new and 
made for this the principal 
instrument being a three-circuit repeater. 
This instrnment is used tocennect and op- 
erate all the circuits, as a whole or sepa- 
rately, as occasion demands. Should a 
break occur on one circuit the repeater in- 
stantly gives notification and automatically 
switches the broken circuit out, thus leay- 
ing the remaining circuits in good working 
order, it requires no operator, but does its 
werk accurately and thoroughly without 
any assistance, 

he central station is fitted up with all 
necessary testing apparatus — galvano- 
meters, switch-boards, spring jacks, keys, 
recorder and Coburn’s electric ciock. When 
an alarm is sent in from any signal station 
the repeater receives it and distributes the 
alarm to all engine-houses, strikes the big 
bell, prints the number of the box from 
which the alarm comes and tells you the 
exact time the alarm was sent without hu- 
man intervention, 

ln addition to the regular fire-alarm sys- 
tem, a perfect-guard system has been con- 
structed, having for its object the protec- 
tion of the fire-alarm system from interfer- 
ence by accident or design by wires falling 
across the line. The guard system has its 
own independent batteries and instruments 
and gives immediate warning of any ob- 
sracrie® on the line; also the location and 
nature. 

Mr. Griggs was seen by a TimEs reporter 
lastevening and stated that he was con- 
fident that there would be no further room 
for complaint, and that the city now has as 
good a fire-alarm system as any in the 
country.

More Opinions in Favor of an Ad- 
journment, 

The question of postponing the nomina- 
tions is stil] the all-absorbing topic of dis- 
cussion among Republicans, and the senti- 
ment is growing that it would be exceed- 
ingly unwise for the convention Thursday 
to put the candidates in the field at that 
time, as it would give an immense advant- 
age to the Democrats, baside subjecting the 
candidates to a great deal of unnecessary 
expense, and all agree that the calling of 
the convention so early was a great mistake 
on the part of the County Committee. Now 
that this has been done, however, they say 
that the best thing to do would be to call 
the convention to order Thursday morning, 
and, after clearing up any preliminary 
business on hand, adieurs over for at 
least a month or six weeks 
again assemble and proceed with the nomi- 
nations, The necessity for this action has 
been increased, it isclaimed, by the dis- 

eful proceedings at the Second and 

ourth ward primaries Saturday, as, in the 

present state of public sentiment, the best 
results cannot be had at this time. 

Dr. H. Sinsabaugh, in conversation with 
a Times reporter yesterday, said that he 
5 ay a the holding of the convention at 
this time as being a very grave mistake. 
The convention should not have been 
called without a longer notice, but now that 
it had been done, the only thin be done 
was to make the best of it by méétting and 
then adjourning for at least four weeks, 
when another meeting could be had and the 
ticket put in the field. This would give the 
candidates ample timeto make a thorough 
canvass, and would save them several thou- 
sand dollars in useless expenditures, for 
which they would reap no benefits. 

Mr. J. Frankentield agreed with Dr. Sin- 
sabaugh. He thought it was an outrage to 
subject mer to the drain of a three-nionths’ 
campaign, which would almost bankrupt a 
candidate, unless he had a heavy bank ac- 
count. He favored a sho sha cam-
